Mr  Mayor, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  ox  Tho  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1971. 

The  general  statistics  show  that  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births 
of  23.  The  number  of  persons  in  the  estimated  population  (figures  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General)  shows  a decline  from  3250  to  2640.  This  figure  is 
obtained  by  subtracting  the  number  of  people  moving  away  from  the  Borough,  and 
the  number  of  deaths;  and  adding  on  the  number  of  newcomers  and  tho  number  of 
births.  As  its  name  implies  it  is  only  on  estimate  and  we  must  await  the 
figures  of  the  1971  Census  to  see  the  true  state  of  affairs. 

The  standardised  Birth  Rate  (14.4)  is  lower  than  tho  National  Rate  (l6,0). 
Whilst  the  standardised  Death  Rate  (12,5 ) is  a little  higher  than  tho  National 
Rato  (11,6).  However  it  is  apparent  that  most  of  the  inhabitants  of  Aldeburgh 
are  long  lived  as  61%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  people  of  75  years  or  older. 

There  is  no  significant  change  in  tho  list  of  causes  of  death  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 


No  comment  is  needed  on  the  table  of  infectious  diseases. 


For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  Dr  Imrie  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  I succeeded  him  on  1st  October, 


Since  my  arrival  I have  found  Aldeburgh  to  be  a very  friendly  place,  end 
both  the  Clerk,  Mr  Owen,  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr  Morris  have  been 
most  helpful  to  me  in  my  duties.

OPINION 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  there  is  no  chemical  evidence 
of  pollution.  The  analysis  as  a whole  is  similar  to  that  of  previous 
samples  taken  from  this  source.  Jo  have  previously  drawn  attention  to 
the  variable  salinity  of  this  water,  which  on  the  present  occasion  approaches 
the  point  at  which  some  consumers  would  object  to  its  taste,  though  the 
salinity  is  without  effect  on  health.  The  very  high  content  of  dissolved 
solids  makes  this  water  unsuitable  for  certain  uses,  and  it  is  not  very 
satisfactory  for  domestic  purposes,  but  the  water  is  certainly  fit  for 
drinking  purposes  from  the  chemical  point  of  view.

Tho  refuse  collGction  system  functionod  satisfactorily  during  tho  year, 
whilst  disposal  by  pulverisation  was  continued  except  for  two  short  periods 
when  the  plant  was  being  repaired  and  controlled  tipping  was  carried  out. 


SKL.GE  DISPOSAL 


Settlement  of  parts  of  the  earth  banks  of  the  Pasveer  Ditch  continued 
during  the  year,  necessitating  additional  lengths  of  Butyl  sheeting  to  be 
welded  on  to  the  existing.  A further  defect  in  the  butyl  occurred  in  December 
requiring  the  ditch  to  be  emptied.  Whilst  these  repairs  were  carried  out  sewage 
had  to  bo  diverted  to  the  old  'contact  beds'.
